Leguminosae, 
and its second sub-family of the 
sennas, Caesalpiniaideae. 
Persons 
to whose attention I attracted this 
tiee, when th°y gave an opinion, 
usually took it to lie. and called it, 
off-hand, locust, or honey locust. 
The latter is a species which is al­ 
so n u t * to America iii about the 
Fame range as the Kentucky coffee 
tree, but more common in the wild s 
state ai d planted much more, quite j 
familiar here-a-bouts. 
Though both species have large, i 
flaky bark of a dark color on their 
trunks and mostly pinnately com- 
1 ound leaves, on closer insertion 
differentiation is easily made. Un­ 
like the honey locust, which 
is 
armed with many wicked opines us­ 
ually branched and at times up toi 
eight inches long, the Kentucky cof­ 
fee tree is innocent of these. Other

ELEVEN YEARS AGO 


An article in the Cook County 
Herald, dated Dec. 26, 1924, wrote 
by me expressed my views as fol­ 
lows: 
‘‘Don’t think for a m inute th at I 
am trying to put som ething over on 
you. For my part, you need not do 
anything, but you know it is a nuis­ 
ance the way you dump your sew­ 
age onto the farm ers outside of 
your village. 
Farm ers are losing 
hundreds, yes thousands of dollars 
to eradicate disease iii their dairy 
cattle, they are fords*! to build 
fences on each side of th'* creek so 
the cows can be 'prevented from 
drinking the w ater from the sew­ 
age. 
A t flood 
time ihis sewage 
spreads over a large 
part

pasture and grass which the cows 
won’t touch for months, as the w a­ 
ter is ju st as

as ta r and 
greasy. 
Now our intention is to 
build an open ditch to prepare an 
outlet for about 18 miles of drain 
tile. W herever we cut through a 
m an’s land, we have to build a 
bridge.

Arlington 
Heights w aits till it is compelled to 
prepare a better 
outlet 
for its 
drainage and you w ant to annex I 
to our district? Probably the ditch 1 
is not big, wide or deep enough, j 
There will be extra expense to do 
th? work over again; probably the 
bridges will have to lie rebuilt and 
would probably cost double the or- 1 
iginal amount. 
It is my belief if 
Arlington Heights would join in the 
project like Mount Prospect and 
pay the same as the Mount Prow- j 
pect people are willing to do, w*e 
could build a closed ditch clear to 
the Des Plaines river.”

Salt-Rising Bread. 
This is such an oldfashioned 
bread that one has difficulty these 
days to find a reliable recipe for it. 
Place in a two-quart bowl o;,«* and 
one-half cupfuls of boiling water, 
cool to lukewarm. Add one and one- 
half cupfuls of fresh sweet milk, 
also lukewarm; one teaspoonful <*< 
sugar and two tablespoonfuls of 
corn meal, with enough Hour to 
make a thin batter. Stir the en­ 
tire mixture well, set into a heater 
or warming oven or in water that 
will keep the mixture at 110 de­ 
grees. 
When the first bubble ap 
pears stir down; repeat, leaving the 
dish uncovered. When the yeast is 
double Its hulk mix with Hour to 
knead. Warm the Hour and keep 
all dishes used warm. 
Make Into 
loaves, rise again and hake in a 
moderate oven until well browned. 
Keeping the bread warm during its 
whole process of rising is very im­ 
portant. The salt is added in the 
last mixing, as salt has a tendency 
to kill the growth of the wild yeast.
